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SHIELDS BUILDING 


Will So o n Be To rn Do wn An d Wo rk 


o n New Bu ild in g Beg u n - 


The Shields school building, one of 
the old landmarks of Seymour, will soon 
be torn down and a modern building 
erected in its place. 
Isgrigg & Son, the 
contractors who were awarded the con­ 
tract 
last week for erecting the new 
building, are making preparation today 
to begin razing the obi building Tues­ 
day morning. 
The Shields high school building was 
opened for the admission of pupils Oc­ 
tober, 1870. 
The building, as it was 
fir^t constructed, contained six large 
rooms, which it was believed would be 
adequate to accommodate all the school 
children of the city. 
Even at the time 
it was built there were many people 
who declared that it was an extravagant 
waste of money to erect such a large 
building; but in a few years the city 
grew to such an extent that the build­ 
ing was too small to accommodate the 
school children, and five years later, an 
addition, consisting of six large rooms, 
the south portion of the present build­ 
ing, was added. 
When this building 
was completed it was regarded as one 
of the finest school buildings in southern 
Indiana, it having been constructed ac­ 
cording to the ideas of the foremost ed­ 
ucators in the state. 
¡Several years ago it became evident 
that the old building was not suitable 
for school purposes, but as the city was 
not in a position at that time to erect 
a new building, the school authorities 
endeavored to overcome the difficulties 
as best they could until a modern build­ 
ing could be constructed. 
Several re­ 
pairs were made and the walls were sup­ 
ported with iron rods, so as to strengthen 
the structure. 
The old building, how- 
ever, proved to be beyond repair, and 
several months ago preparations were 
begun for the new building. 
It was found that the sum of $56,000. 
was available by the school authorities, 
• and architects were employed to give 
estimates on what sum would he re­ 
quired to erect a modern building. 
In 
view of the fact that the city could not 
erect a building to be used entirely for 
high school purposes, the architects were 
requested to submit plans for a building 
which would accommodate both the high 
school and several of the grades. 
Ac­ 
cording to the plans, the high school 
will have rooms on the first floor, while 
the second floor will Tie arranged prin­ 
cipally for the grades. 
The new build­ 
ing will 
be so constructed, however, 
that the entire building can be used en­ 
tirely for high school purposes if the 
school would become large enough to 
require it. 
The contractors advertised for fifty 
workmen for this morning, as it was be­ 
lieved that the work of tearing down the 
building 
would 
begin 
this 
morning. 
It is believed that the building can be 
entirely torn down in the course of two 
or three weeks, after which the construc­ 
tion of the new building will begin im­ 
mediately. 
The desks and other equipment of the 
building, which were received by the 
school board, are being stored in the 
automobile factory. 
Some of the fix­ 
tures, it is thought, can be used in the 
new building, but the board desires to 
install new equpment where it is needed. 
The fixtures which are not used can 
probably be disposed of at a fair price. 
The contract provides that the build­ 
ing must be completedT» y November 11, 
and for every day after that time until 
the building is finished the contractors 
have agreed to pay liquidated charges of 
$12.50 per day.

1 he company of twenty-two promi­ 
nent business men of Utica, New York, 
who are making the trip from that city 
to Louisville, a distance of over 2,000 
miles, by trolley, passed through Sey­ 
mour about ten o ’clock this morning. 
The men are making the trip for the 
purpose of advertising their city, and 
getting new ideas which will be valua­ 
ble when they return home. 
They are 
investigating not only business condi­ 
tions. but are interested in every phase 
| of municipal government, and expect to 
i obtain many valuable ideas while on 
; the 
journey. 
At the same time the 
i members of the 
party 
are 
enjoying 
| themselves and are regarding the trip 
as a pleasure journey as well as one 
of business. 
The journey is being made in a special 
car, which is elaborately furnished, and 
made as convenient as possible for the 
passengers who arc taking the 
long 
trip. 
They carry their own motorman 
and conductor. 
The car is provided for 
the 
third-rail 
system 
as 
well 
as 
the trolley system, which is used al­ 
most altogether on the electric roads 
in this state. 
The third-rail system was 
used on a short road in New York. 
The party left Utica on May 10, and, 
although they did not intend to make 
the record time, a good schedule has 
been maintained and the men are well 
pleased with the time that has been 
made. 
From Columbus, Ohio, to Dayton, 
it 
was demonstrated that an electric 
car could be built for speed, as quite a 
distance was covered on a sixty-mile-au- 
hour schedule. 
The men stated here 
that they had heard a great deal con­ 
cerning the excellent roadbed of tin* 
Indianapolis 
& Louisville traction line, 
and were very anxious to ride over this 
route. 
The trip to Louisville was made from 
Utica to Cleveland, from there the car 
was taken to Columbus, Ohio, and from 
there to Dayton, through Richmond and 
Indianapolis to Louisville. 
The return 
trip will be made over a somewhat d if­ 
ferent route. 
The special car will re­ 
turn to Indianapolis Tuesday, leaving 
Louisville at 2:30 p. m., arriving here 
about 4.15 o'clock. 
From Indianapolis 
the party will be taken to Toledo, where 
they will enjoy a short side trip to eD- 
troit. 
They will then return to Toledo 
and proceed to Cleveland, and from that 
city travel over the same route which 
they came, to Utica. 
They expect to 
return home May 23.

Hailey s comet, which is now plainly 
visible in the eastern heavens, is at ­ 
tracting much attention and is being 
watched 
with 
interest 
by 
hundreds 
of people in this city. 
The great star is 
of unusual interest as it does not appear 
but once in every seventy seven years, 
it having been seen the last time in 
1833. 
Many people, who never before 
have given much attention to the heav­ 
enly bodies, nre carefully noting the 
progress of this comet in order that it 
might be viewed from the most advan­ 
tageous point. 
(.)n 
Wednesday the earth will pass 
through the tail of the comet, and there 
has been much speculation as to the 
I result. 
A few of the astromomers de­ 
clare that the tail is composed of poison­ 
ous gases which will have a harmful 
effect upon every form of life. 
It has 
been predicted by several of the as­ 
tronomers that there will be a shower of 
meteorites, while others declare that 
there will be no disturbance whatever. 
Prof. Asopt Hall, of the naval observa­ 
tory, is of this belief. 
Edwin F. Naulty, of New York, who 
has been at the observatory making 
telescopic 
and 
spectroscopic 
Observa­ 
tions of the visitor, takes issue with 
Prof. Hall and contends that the tail of 
the comet is composed neither of gas nor 
meteoric bodies and that such a shower 
as Prof. Hall deems possible could not 
follow. 
“ 
H aile y ’s comet, to all intents and 
purposes, 
is a celestial 
searchlight 
, tf 
said Mr. Naulty. 
“ 
It is nothing more 
than sunlight condensed from radiant 
solar energy and processed through the 
solar system precisely as a 1 ns focuses, 
condenses and transmits light.” 
He asserts that the tail of the comet is 
not c,4*mposed of gas or of minute parti­ 
cles of matter, or of meteoric bodies. 
The entire solar system, Mr. Naulty 
says, is filled 
with gases in 
varying 
states of 
density.• 
All 
these gases* 
poisonous and nonpoisonous, are present 
in the e ar th ’s atmbsphere in dense form. 
The changing spectrum of Hailey's 
comet, according to Mr. Naulty's the­ 
ory, is due to the fact that as the com­ 
e t ’s great 
“ t ai l ” 
of 
light 
sweeps 
through various parts of the solar sys­ 
tem, it 
lights up differing layers of 
gases, conveying the impression that the 
tail itself is gaseous. 
Mr. Naulty says 
the spectrum of reflected sunlight is al­ 
ways present in head and tail of the 
comet, thus proving that both parts of 
it are by sunlight alone made visible.

A committee of public-spirited citi­ 
zens of San Francisco, appointed for

If this were done there would 
be very few foreclosures and many 
good farms and farmers added to the 
credit of this country.

B. F. Yoakum, Chairman of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Com­ 
pany, urged upon the New Orleans 
Board of Trade the need of concerted 
action in the South to secure the aid 
of the Federal Government in drain­ 
ing the 58,000,000 acres 
of swamp 
lands in this section. 
These lands 
under tillage, he said, would be worth 
hundreds of millions of dollars, and 
their products would be of the ut­ 
most importance in stemming the ris­ 
ing tide of the cost of living. More­ 
over, he declared, a growing popula­ 
tion which is already overflowing Into 
Canada needs these unused lands. 
Mr. Yoakum said the United States 
could and would undertake the need­ 
ed reclamation projects w’hlch private 
capital was ready to follow up if suit­ 
able pressure were brought to bear 
upon officials and Southern represen­ 
tatives in Washington by the farmers 
and business men 
of their 
States. 
Without that pressure, 
he declared. 
little would be done. 
And he added 
significantly, referring to tendencies 
at the National Capital: 
"To drain the valley, to build new 
railroads, to develop the country, and 
to enforce our regulative laws 
are 
more important than the 
enactment 
of new and experimental ones. 
“For almost a century," said Mr. I 
Yoakum, “our Government has looked 
with indifference at the rich, unused : 
lands of the Southern States, 'while j 
the British Government furnishes its ! 
money and credit to aid Egypt to re- j 
claim waste lands in the Valley of 
the Nile, 5,000 miles away. 
The low, 
rich lands of the South have now be­ 
come a m atter of importance to the 
whole country. First, the people need 
the food, cotton, and other products 
which your low’ lands will produce in 
abundance. 
Second, these lands are 
needed for settlement by the Amer­ 
ican citizens who are now’ 
seeking 
homes in other country. 
Sixty thou­ 
sand peopl* moved from the United 
States to Canada last year. 
They 
carried with them $1,000 each or $60,- 
000,000. 
Our 
people 
are 
leaving 
thickly settled districts 
w’here the 
price of farm lands are high. 
This 
means that our own people are build­ 
ing up an empire belonging to a for­ 
eign nation at the expense of our own 
country. 


“Your rich lands may be drained at 
a cost of $5 per acre located near the I 
congested centres, and will produce i 
the kind of food that supplies the 
kitchens of the consuming 
masses. 
The Government is interested in re­ 
clamation in the Northwest, but the 
Administration at Washington has be- i 
come interested in the irrigation pro­ 
jects of the Northwest because the 
people of the Northwest became in-; 
terested in the development of their j 
country and urged their claims. 
“A drainage bill 
permitting 
the ; 
drainage of Southern lands 
was in­ 
troduced by a Western Senator at the J 
last session of Congress. 
It was kill- j 
ed by a Southern Senator. 
This op­ 
position, which attracted but little a t­ 
tention then, stopped for a time im- j 
portant work for the South’s develop­ 
ment. 
There are 148 Senators and 
Representatives in Congress from the 
Southern States. 
By working togeth­ 
er with one object in view they can 
accomplish much; in fact, they can 
get w’hat they want if they will go 
after it. 
“The State of Louisiana has 10.- 
000,000 acres that can be made into 
rich farms. 
For an investment of 
$10 to $15 an acre in drainage and 
clearing 
the 
increased 
wealth 
of 
Louisiana would be more than $600,- 
000,000. 
It is conservative to esti­ 
mate $30 an acre annually from crops, 
which would mean an annual increase 
of $300,000,000 
in 
the 
products 
of 
Louisiana; or, to put it in another 
way, each dollar invested in drain­ 
age would pay $6 annually in prod­ 
ucts. 
"This, in connection with the up­ 
building of new towns, sugar mills, 
cotton mills, rice mills, railroads, and 
other industries, shows the import­ 
ance of starting this work under a 
broad and comprehensive plan with 
the Jfid and co-operation of the Fed­ 
eral 
Government. 
The Government 
is waiting for you to say what you 
want. 
The Government could afford 
to make the surveys and lay out the j 
plans on a comprehensive scale; the , 
Government could afford to supply the 
main drainage channels for the sur- j 
plus waters to make their way to 
the Gulf. 
If it w’ill undertake the 
surveys and provide the main chan-; 
nels for drainage, private capital will 
do the rest. 
For every 50 cents the 
Government will expend private capi­ 
tal will spend $5 to push fonvard and 
complete the work of reclamation to 
make your State in land values and 
productiveness one of the 
strongest 
and richest of the Nation. 
“The swamp area of Arkansas 
is 
smaller than that of Louisiana, but 
Arkansas has sent a committee 
of 
farmers and business men to Wash­ 
ington, who have discussed the ques­ 
tion with the President, the Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture, Speaker Cannon, 
and their 
Congressmen. 
Louisiana 


also should send 
a committee 
Washington. 
“There 
are 
70,000,000 
acres of 
swamp lands In the United States, 
58,000,000 of which are in the South­ 
ern States—-a greater acreage than 
the States of Tennessee 
and Ken­ 
tucky. Let the Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives of the Southern States co 
operate with the agricultural and busi­ 
ness interests of the South, and we 
will make farms faster than they ever 
were made in the history of the world. 
It must be inaugurated by the busi 
ness and 
farming interests of the 
South through public sentiment and 
co-operaticn at Washington."

A W A Y FROM HOME. 


Fifty Thousand of Our Folks Among 
the Latin Americans. 
The question has been asked, How 
many Americans are living in the va 
rious countries 
of Latin 
America? 
Also, 
Are they contented? 
From the Southern border of the 
United States to Punta Arenas at the 
tip end of Chile, and including Cuba, 
the Isle of Pines and Porto Rico, the 
total number of Americans, with their 
wives and children, settled in all the 
countries can hardly exceed fifty thou­ 
sand. far less than the number of 
Americans who have taken up new 
homes in the Canadian northwest. 
There has been no immigration into 
Latin America of workingmen from 
the great northern republic, for that 
class can, as a rule, earn better wages 
at home than they could hope to ob­ 
tain 
anywhere 
south 
of 
the 
Rio 
Grande. 
Skilled mechanics from the 
United States have been drifting into 
Mexico, the Argentine and the west 


I coast 
countries 
of 
South 
America 
ever since the rise of the new re­ 
publics. formerly colonies of Spain, 
and som# of these adventurous me­ 
chanical experts have prospered, m ar­ 
ried and founded families. 
Then there have been a email num­ 
ber of successful American railway 
builders in these lands, 
men 
like 
Wheelwright and Meigs, who have left 
names deeply impressed on the rec­ 
ord of Latin American progress. 
To 
be added to this honorable roll are 
American educators and professional 
men. large merchants and bankers, 
like the Graces, Halls and Pearsons 
in South America, and pioneer Amer­ 
ican fruit growers and farmers in 
these southern lands. 
Of late years railway 
men 
have 
sought their fortunes in Mexico and 
Central America, also thousands of 
miners, business men, doctors and den­ 
tists—some of the earlier Amebean 
dentists being really advance agents 
of progress in Latin America. 
In 
brief, the various activities of the 
people of the United States are well 
represented in the larger countries 
here considered. 
It is estimated that nearly a thou­ 
sand million dollars of American capi­ 
tal are now invested in this country 
Cuba and Central and South Airier 


J lea—principally in Mexico and Cuba 
This investment in railways, mines 
and lands has naturally brought 
I nicked body of men to care for it 
and they remain with a fair degree 
of permanence. The number of Amer 
icans residing in these southern coun 
tries is bound to increase—not very 
rapidly, but in proportion to the in 
vestment of their home capital in 
these regions. 
To the second question, with re 
spect to the contentedness 
of the 
Americans living in Latin America 
It is not so easy to give an answer. 
Few’ people are contented anywhere 
not even when in fair circumstances 
in their native country. 
And the rest­ 
less emigrating type of man is al­ 
ways ambitious and so not likely to 
he mentally at rest in his new hqmo 
unless quite successful. Still, we think 
that the majority of American resi­ 
dents here are fond of the country 
arui its climate, the older residents 
particularly so. 
One thing is certain, the great ma­ 
jority of" Americans in these lands 
of the south are law-abiding and indus­ 
trious and loyal to the governments 
under which they live. 
They only 
ask for a “square deal," and when, 
as in Central America, 
they 
com­ 
plain it will be found that the local 
rulers are unjust, rapacious and op­ 
pressive. 
But to f«nd Americans in 
Latin America mixing in politics is 
exceedingly rare.—Mexican Herald.

This co o k bo o k o f Miss Co lumbia’s is no t a fancy a f­ 
fair. 
It is a practical publicatio n fo r a practical pur­ 
po se. 
After sho wing that there is little difference in 
the nutritiv e v alue o f the different cuts o f butchers’ 
meats, the bo o k takes up, first, the questio n o f eco no my 
in buy ing. 
The juicy , tender cuts o f go o d flav o r sell 
fo r the higher prices. 
When po rterho use steak sells fo r 
25 cents a po und, it may be assumed that in to wn o r 
v illage markets ro und steak wo uld sell fo r abo ut 15 
cents, and chuck ribs, o ne o f the best cuts o f the fo re­ 
quarter, fo r 10 cents. 
This makes it appear that the 
chuck ribs are less than half as ex pensiv e as po rter­ 
ho use steak and two -thirds as ex pensiv e as the ro und. 
But apparent eco no iny is no t a lwa y s real eco no my , and 
in this case the bo nes in the three cuts sho uld be taken 
into acco unt. 
Of the chuck ribs, mo re than o ne-half 
is bo ne o r o ther materials usually classed under the 
head o f “ wa ste” o r “ refuse.” 
Of the ro und, o ne-twelfth 
is waste, « and o f the po rteiho use o ne-eighth. 
In buy ing 
the chuck, then, the ho usewife gets, at the prices a s­ 
sumed, less than o ne-half po und o f fo o d fo r 10 cents, 
making the net price o f the edfble po rtio n 22 cents a 
po und; in buy ing ro und, she gets elev en-twelfths o f a 
po und fo r 15 cents, ma king the net v alue abo ut 16 % 
cents; in buy ing po rterho use she gets sev en-eighths o f 
a po und fo r 25 cents, making the net v alue abo ut 28 % 
cents a po und. 
The relativ e prices, therefo re, o f the 
edible po rtio ns are 22, 16 % and 28 % cents; o r, to put it 
in a different way , a do llar at the prices assumed will 
buy 4 % po unds o f so lid meat fro m the cut kno wn as 
chuck, 6 po unds o f such meat fro m the ro und, and 
o nly 3% po unds o f such meat fro m the po rterho use. 
The cho ice o f cuts sho uld co rrespo nd to the needs o f 
the family and the preferences o f its members. 
Care­ 
ful co nsideratio n o f market co nditio ns is also useful, 
no t o nly to make sure that the meat is handled and 
marketed in a sa nita ry way , but also to take adv an­ 
tage o f any fav o rable change in price which may be 
due, fo r instance, to a large lo cal supply o f so me par­ 
ticular kind o r cut o f meat. 
In to wns where there is 
o ppo rtunity fo r cho ice, it may so metimes be fo und mo re 
satisfacto ry no t to giv e all the family trade to o ne 
butcher; by go ing to v ario us markets befo re buy ing the 
ho usekeeper is in a better po sitio n to hear o f v aria­ 


tio ns In prices and so be in a po sitio n to get the best 
v alue. 
Almo st any meat bo nes can be used in so up making, 
and if the meat is no t all remo v ed fro m them the 
so up is better. 
But so me bo nes, especially the rib bo nes, 
if they hav e a little meat left o n them, can be grilled 
o r ro asted into v ery palatable uishes. 
The “ sparerib” 
o f So uthern co o ks is made o f the rib bo nes fro m a 
ro ast o f po rk, and makes a fav o rite dish when well 
bro wned. 
The braised ribs o f beef o ften serv ed in high- 
class restaurants are o ften made fro m bo nes cut fro m 
rib ro asts. 
Trimmings fro m meat may be utilized 
in 
v ario us 
“ made dishes,” o r they can alway s be put to go o d use in 
the so up kettle. 
It is surprising ho w many eco no mies 
may be practiced in such way s and also in the table 
use o f left-o v er po rtio ns o f co o ked meat if attentio n is 
giv en to the matter. 
Meat pies represent ano ther metho d o f co mbining 
flo ur with meat. 
They are o rdinarily baked in a fairly 
deep dish, the sides o f which may o r may no t be lined 
with do ugh. 
The co o ked meat, cut into small pieces, 
is put into the dish, so metimes with small pieces o f 
v egetables, a grav y is po ured o v er the meat, the di6 h 
is co v ered with a lay er o f do ugh, and then baked. Mo st 
co mmo nly the do ugh is like that used fo r so da o r cream- 
o f-tartar biscuit, but so metimes sho rtened pastry do ugh, 
such as is made fo r pies, it used. 
This is especially 
the case in the fancy indiv idual dishes usually called 
patties. 
Occasio nally the pie is co v ered with a po tato 
crust, in which case the meat is put directly into the 
dish witho ut lining the latter. 
Stewed beef, v eal and 
chicken are pro bably mo st frequently used in pies, but 
any kind o f meat may be used, o r sev eral kinds in co m­ 
binatio n. 
Cho pping meat is o ne o f the principal metho ds o f 
ma king to ugh and inex pensiv e meat tender. 
In bro il­ 
ing cho pped meat the fact sho uld be kept in mind that 
there is no reaso n why it sho uld no t be co o ked like 
the best and mo st ex pensiv e tenderlo in. 
To begin with, 
the bro iler sho uld be ev en mo re carefully greased than 
fo r who le steak. 
This makes it po ssible to fo rm the 
balls o r cakes o f cho pped meat with v ery little pressure 
witho ut running the risk o f hav ing them pulled to 
pieces by adhering to the bro iler. 
They sho uld be 
heated o n bo th sides ev en mo re quickly than the steak, 
because the cho pping has pro v ided mo re way s o f es­ 
cape fo r the juice, and these o penings sho uld be sealed 
as so o n as po ssible. 
Cho pped raw meat o f almo st any kind can be v ery 
quickly made into a sav o ry dish by co o king it with 
water o r with water and milk fo r a sho rt time, then 
thickening with butter and fio ur, and adding different 
seaso nings as relished, either pepper and salt alo ne, o r 
o nio n juice, celery o r to mato . 
Such a dish may be 
made to “ go further” by serv ing it o n to ast o r with a 
bo rder o f rice in so me similar co mbinatio n.

GOTLAND is preparing fo r a unique celebratio n o f the estab­ 
lishment, 100 y ears ago , o f the first, sav ings bank in that co un­ 
try . 
A sa v ings o r “ frugality bank” was o pened at Ruthwell, 
Dumfriesshire, Sco tland, in 18 10. The idea was bo rro wed fro m 
England, where J eremy Bentham had pro po sed a well-dev ised 
sy stem in 17 97 , based so mewhat upo n the o riginal scheme o f 
the first sa v ings bank fo unded in Brunswick, Germany , in 17 6 5 . 
In the first y ears o f their activ ities the sa v ings banks o f Great Britain 
wer^e no t under go v ernmental co ntral. 
It wras no t until 18 17 that the go v ­ 
ernment reco gnized their gro wing utility to the public. 
In that y ear acts 
wrere passed which bro ught all the banks under a sy stem o f go v ernment 
co ntro l. 
The British bank pro v ed po pular and pro fitable, and in 18 16 a 
sa v ings bank, fo llo wing the English plan, was o pened in New Yo rk City . 
J ust befo re that a sa v ings bank had been o pened at Philadelphia and dur­ 
ing the same y ear the first inco rpo rated sa v ings bank was started at Bo s­ 
to n. 
Po stal sa v ings banks were instituted in England in 18 6 1, thro ugh the 
adv o cacy o f the late William E. Gladsto ne. 
Many o ther co untries fo llo wed 
the English ex ample and agitatio n begun in the United States mo re than 
a quarter o f a century ago is likely to result in the establishment o f a sy s­ 
tem o f po stal sa v ings banks in this co untry befo re lo ng. 
In the United Kingdo m the present aggregate o f sa v ings acco unts is 
appro x imately $1,119,295 ,000, o f which the po st o ffice ho lds abo ut $7 7 8 ,6 4 0,- 
000. 
The aggregate number o f depo sito rs ex ceeds 10,000,000. 
The sa v ings 
bank depo sito rs do no t, ho wev er, represent the to tal small sa v ings acco unts 
in Great Britain, as a large sum is carried in o ther agencies, such as friend­ 
ly , co -o perativ e and building so cieties.

She has been the direct cause 
o f the murder o f two m*n. 
Two o ther 
men fo r lo v e o f her stand in peril o f 
life impiiso nment— in Italy there is no 
capital punishment. 
She is beautiful 
eno ugh to hav e sat as the mo del fo r ; 
the v ampire 
in Burne-J o nes’ famo us 1 
painting. 
She is co ld and heartless 
eno ugh to hav e 
inspired 
Kipling’s 
po em. 
Other perso ns o n trial witn ‘' 1110 en­ 
cha ntress” were M. Priluko ff, a law­ 
y er; Dr. Naumo ff, a Russian student, 
and Elsie Perries, maid to the co un­ 
tess.

The sto ry o f which the trial was the 
climax is o ne o f the mo st ro mantic in 
the histo ry o f crime. 
It reads like a 
tale fro m the day s o f the Bo rgias. Po e, 
Gabo rio u o r Co nan Do y le nev er w ro te 
a mo re intricate o r fa scina ting my s­ 
tery . 
It was claimed that the Maehi- 
av elian plo t was co nceiv ed in the cun­ 
ning, murdero us brain o f the wo man. 
Her subtlety , her co nsummate art as 
an actress, her plo ts within plo ts, the 
diplo macy she display ed in pla y ing o ff 
o ne o f her lo v ers a ga inst the o ther, 
stamp her as o ne o f the wo rld’s clev er­ 
est criminals. 
Her game was o ne o f 
life and death, but she play ed it with 
the co o lnes and ca lcu la tio n o f o ne 


mo v ing pawns upo n a chess bo ard. 
“ If.” said the late Cesare Lo mbro sa, 
the famo us crimino lo gist who studied 
her, “ the Co untess actually co nceiv ed, 
planned and carried o ut the tragedy 
wrhich resulted in the murder o f Co unt 
Kamaro v sky , she is the mo st remark­ 
able criminal o f mo dern times. 
Her 
metho ds sho w an abso lute mastery o f 
masculine sentiment, passio n and co v ­ 
eto usness.

Her white, smo o th 
bro w is cro wned by a mass o f bro wnish 
black hair which gleams go lden-bro nze 
in sunlight. 
In a wo rd, the Co untess 
is a human heiro gly ph, seeming to re­ 
fute all theo ries o f phy sio gno my .

The fat of the pork is likewise 
changed to a granular condition, and 
is then so easy of digestion, says the 
Queen, that it is frequently ordered 
by doctors for consumption, diabetes 
and other wasting diseases, instead of 
the more costly and less palatable cod 
liver oil. 
Such cfiange of character is due en­ 
tirely to the chemical action of the

I earned $45.00 by breaking 
fifteen acres for a neighbor and dur­ 
ing the summer I put up hay and 
hauled timber and put up houses for 
othersettlers. Notwithstanding aheavy 
frost on August 12th, I had 22V, bush­ 
els of wheat per acre and 60 bushels 
of oats. Off 35 acres of wheat in 1909, 
I got 27 bushels of wheat per acre 
and 1,300 bushels of oats off 20 acres. 
I never saw such fine wheat anywhere. 
We have plenty of rain between May 
and August and after August seldom 
any but dry, warm days.

The planks should be of planed oak 
from one inch to one and a half inches

gravy dish or bacon dish when re­ 
quired for fat meat or thick portions 
of meat. 
It is well to have separate 
planks for meat and fish. 
In large 
establishments distinction , is 
made 
between planks used for meat, poul­ 
try and game, and likewise for fresh 
md dried fish. 
The plank must first be scrubbed 
and dried in the open air, and then 
it is ready for use. 
When required 
for service, a tablespoonful of best 
olive oil, butter or sweet 
dripping 
must be rubbed with a cloth into the 
lipper 
surface 
of 
the 
plank. 
The 
plank must be priced in a hot oven 
or under the broiler of a gas stove, 
and when it begins to give out a pale 
blue smoke the meat or fish can be 
placed on it. 
I*et the food be brushed over with 
olive oil or oiled butter or dripping 
and seasoned with a little pepper, but 
no salt. 
i 
Allow the usual time for baking or 
grilling, but turn the food frequent­ 
ly while it is cooking so that it may 
be well permeated by the acid of the 
gas which is formed between plank 
and food. 
When the food is nearly 
cooked 
make a border of mashed potatoes 
around the edge of the plank and re­ 
turn it to the oven until the border 
Is nicely browned.

brussels sprouts or cauliflower sprigs

K ffcct o f F a t i g u e . 
Some interesting experiments were 
recently conducted by the Austrian 
military authorities with a view to 
testing the effect of the fatigue of a 
long march on the shooting of trained 
soldiers. 
Fifty cyclists of over two 
years’ 
service undertook a march of sixty- 
five miles in eight hours, the return 
journey being against a strong head 
wind. 
Before and after the march 
they fired ten rounds at a target rep­ 
resenting a section of twenty-six men, 
in extended order, lying down at 500 
yards. 
The experiment was repeated with a 
section of forty-two non-commissioned 
officers of the school of musketry be­ 
fore and after a twenty-three hours’ 
exercise 
in 
the field, during which 
thirty-three miles were covered. This 
section, 
chiefly 
marksmen, 
made 
eighty-one hits on twenty-one out of 
tw’enty-six figures before starting and 
sixty-two hits on twenty figures after 
their return. 
The men, though much 
fatigued, when firing their second se­ 
ries of shots, made nearly 
as good 
scores as wrhen fresh before starting. 
The results are valuable, says the 
Army and Navy Gazette, as showing J 
that the skill of seasoned soldiers who 
are at the same time first-rate shots, 
does not degenerate much with fa­ 
tigue.
